There have been reported to date 66 cases of plague at Dalny, with 
60 deaths.

The quarantine restrictions against arrivals from Palermo which 
were imposed October 26, 1910, were removed January 16, 1911. 

HAWAII. 

Record or Plague Infection. 

Last case of human plague at Honolulu occurred July 12, 1910. 

The last plague-infected rat was found at Aiea, 9 miles from Hono- 
lulu, April 12, 1910. 

At Hilo the last case of human plague occurred March 23, 1910. A 
fatal case occurred at Honokaa, 60 miles from Hilo, December 17, 
1910, and 2 fatal cases were reported January 31, 1911. 

The last plague-infected rat was found at Honokaa, 60 miles from 
Hilo, December 20, 1910.
